Pentagon nominations

WASHINGTON - The Army’s deci- 
sion to allow people with a history of 
self-mutilation, bipolar disorder, de- 
pression and drug and alcohol abuse to 
seek waivers to enlist in the service 
drew a sharp bipartisan rebuke Tues- 
day when Sen. John McCain said he 
was prepared to put a hold on nomina- 
tions to Pentagon posts until the Army 
explained the policy.

Chairman, Armed Services Committee 


who chairs the Armed Services Com- 
mittee, upbraided the nominee for Army 
general counsel, James McPherson, in 
a hearing Tuesday on McPherson’s 
nomination and those of two other 
Pentagon officials. 

McCain said he and the other com- 
mittee members learned about the 
change in policy in a report Monday by 
USA TODAY. 


“If you took a poll of this committee 
right now, I doubt if you’d find a single 
one who would be approving of this prac- 
tice, which we now find out about read- 
ing the daily newspaper,” McCain said. 

Sen. Jack Reed, the ranking Demo- 
crat on the committee from Rhode Is- 
land, said he concurred with McCain. 

“We cannot sacrifice quality for 
quantity,’ Reed said. “It’s that simple. 
We have to do both, and we have to work 
together to get it done.” 

McCain also blasted the Trump ad- 
ministration and the Pentagon for failing 
to keep Congress informed of its actions. 

“Its a problem that, frankly, this

SARDINIA, Italy - Zelinda Paglieno, 
who turned 102 in October, offers sober- 
ing advice when asked the secret to her 
long and healthy life: “Two fingers’ 
width of red wine, and no more, at 
lunchtime every day.” 

“Tve never smoked, but alittle wine is 
good for you — that’s something I still do 
now. We have very good grapes here.” 


Paglieno’s age is no anomaly here in 
picturesque Sardinia, an Italian island 
in the Mediterranean that is home to the 
oldest people in the world, according to 
researchers on aging. 

Sardinia is one of only five “Blue 
Zones” in the world identified as having 
residents who often reach 90 or older. 
The other four are Okinawa (Japan), 
Nicoya (Costa Rica), Icaria (Greece) and

‘Weinstein effect’ may fuel rise in sex charges

WASHINGTON — Phones are ring- 
ing off the hooks in law offices 
throughout the nation’s capital. And 
lawyers can thank Harvey Weinstein 
for that. 

Inquiries to law firms have been ris- 
ing since harassment and assault alle- 
gations about the Hollywood film ex- 
ecutive were first reported in early Oc- 
tober, according to three Washington 
attorneys who specialize in employ- 


ment law and sexual harassment. 

Rising interest in pursuing harass- 
ment charges comes after a decade in 
which the number of allegations had 
been on steady decline, according to 
federal figures. 

The number of sexual harassment 
complaints filed with the Equal Employ- 
ment Opportunity Commission in 2016 
was 6,758, 15% lower than in 2010. That 
small total suggests that cases are vast- 
ly under-reported, according to the EE- 
OC, which takes in approximately 
90,000 complaints a year for all work- 


force violations. 

The number might start to rise. 

“There’s not a lawyer doing the kind 
of work we do whose phone is not 
ringing off the hook,” said Debra Katz of 
Katz, Marshall & Banks. “Women have 
gotten to a place where it’s much safer to 
stand up to it and employers are more 
concerned about damage to brand.” 

Said her law partner Lisa Banks: 
“There’s the ‘Weinstein effect’ now. The 
more women — and some men — are
